THE TENNESSEE DERBY OF 1896. 



The first race near Derby proportions is run 
at Memphis next week. It is short of the 1% 
miles by three furlongs and has a ten pound 
maiden allowance. But the Tennessee Derby is 
an early Western classic and its history abounds 
in sharp racing figures as the table below shows : 



The race will cost the club about $3,000 with 
eight starters. It has 25 present eligibles and is 
$5,000 guaranteed in value. Instead of as usual, 
the Derby will be run on the first and not the 
seventh day. Going to the present whereabouts 
and 1895 form of the 25 eligibles, about 11 can be 
dismissed in calculating the chances about the 
the Tennessee Derby. These are : Ed Corrigan's 
Japonica and Adolph Spreckels ; Charter Oak 
Stables Midland; E. F. McLean’s Rookwood, 
Birclair and Presido; Red Bird Stable’s Papa 
Specht andGretchen S; Cliff Porter’sJTradition ; 
R. A. Smith’s Cotton King, and Walter Sho- 
walter’s Cochise. This leaves fourteen, and of 
them a second sifting shelves seven more — Blue 
Ribbon, Damien. Whisper, Loki, Falcon. Can’t 
Dance and Tenacity. 

Only seven are loft. They, with their doings 
in a racing way last season, are tabled below:

One or two in the compilation above might be 
classed below Sidkel, who was smart in|the fall 
^nd ran a St. Louis five furlongs in 1:01%; or 
Rondo, who under light selling weights won his 
last four races and beat fair colts. Whisper, 
Utopia and Sumatra are all about the same 
notch, but their class isn’t that of the original 
seven. ^Neither is that of the Corrigan trio, 
Cant Dance, Tenacity and Adolph Spreckels. 
Only the former raced in the East. Old Center 
was the best he beat. His California victories 
will not do for a Derby, Tenacity is better. He 
beat Highland, Baldwin’s Ramiro, and Mis3 
Maxim, a mile in the mud, and shapes to a dis- 
tance, yet can be thrown out. King William is 
Kingston’s brother. Mr. Levy paid $6,500 for 
him. He ran but twice at Memphis. Marsian 
beat him, and then he beat an ordinary lot. 
But his report is high. So is Captive’s. Reward- 
ers is as strong. Both were good early young- 
sters last year, and Captive’s last races wore his 
best. Frontier was an honest colt of the second 
class. He is doing well. Still the form of the 
race is about E. C. Headley’s Boau Ideal II, and 
the McGuigan’s pair, of which Ben Eder should 
be best at a route. From reports the Tennessee 
Derby should get out a better field than usual, 
despite the $100 starting fee. 

There are but six maidens eligible for the race 
and ten pounds allowance. They are Damien, 
Berclair,|Rookwood, Papa Specht, Japonica and 
Blue Ribbon. One of them, the Pepper colt Blue 
Ribbon, is far and away the.best. 



RACING COMMENT. 



What a lot of misinformation is printed about 
racing creatures and men nowadays. Bill 
Scully’s, or the Pelham Stable’s colt Begue ran 
7% furlongs in 1 :33% at New Orleans Monday. 
This, says wired error from New Orleans, is % 
second better than the record made by Elise at 
Washington Park. Begue, too, strides “nearly 
24 feet.” Poor creature! Put weights on him 
for extension’s sake. As to time though ! 
Begue’s trip was a New Orleans mark merely. 
The Elise trip at Washington Park was in 
1:34%, a half second slower. Half a dozen 
horses have beaten it. Begue’s New Orleans 
mark displaces Dr. Work’s 1 :34%. The record is 
Mamie Scott’s 1 :33%, made at Bay District, Cali, 
fornia last October. Goodwin’s guide might get 
under cover on this performance, too, as it 
gives Libertine’s 1 :34 as the record. Begue is 
really Bill Scully’s yet. He’s named after the 
old restauranteur of the French Market in New 
Orleans, and when one’s inline he calls the colt 
“Begay.” Scully bred him and raced his sire. 
Ban Yau, who was a good horse in his day. 



What’s ail this masculine impression through 
the talk about Joe Harvey’s filly, Wheel of For- 
tune. He is a she, ye superticialists of the turf. 
She is by that good race horse Gano, out of 
Jennie B, by Glenelg, and there’s a story of 
interest about her. Harvey ran the roulette 
wheel at Bay District until it died the death 
this year. It lived too long. That’s how the 
Gano — Jennie B filly got her name. She cost 
Harvey $500 on Christmas day, 1893. I saw her 
sold at the end of the so-called lawn on the Bay 
District track. “ Lucky” Baldwin, with an idea 
that prices would be good, sent up a lot to sell 
that day. There were some fourteen in it. Har- 
vey bought the half sister to Ganymede for $500, 
and early. She was No. 5 on the card. One or two 
more were sold “on the square,” and went to 
Central America. Senor F de Ojeda of Guata- 
mela City, bought them. Mark Elias bid in 
what Baldwin didn’t withdraw. Harvey’s $500 
filly has earned and won him $25,000 since. 
Wheel of Fortune is his only racing tool, and 
Wheel of Fortune’s a mare — or a filly for this 
season. Good mares are scarce on the turf, and 
one doesn’t care, in the course of keeping a 
straight “ tab,” to have one continually referred 
to as “he.”
